** Sir James Radcliffe (1689-1716), third Earl of Derwent- 
water, was brought up at St. Germain as a companion to 
James Edward; after his return to England he aided in 
the rebellion of 1715, was taken prisoner at Preston, and 
beheaded in the Tower. ‘This sheet was shown at the 
Royal School of Art Needlework, in 1922. .
